Tus MERCANTILE Bank, NonrolLx, 
Va.—As most of the oflicers of this 
new bank are well and favorably known 
throughout the State, we take the fol- 
lowing éxtract from the Norfolx Vir - 
gintan, concerning the improvements 
recently made in the bank building, 
situated on the corner of Main Strect 
and Rothery’s Lane. 

The Virginian says: 


Before commencing we will premise 
by stating that, in our opinion, the front 
is the prettiest in the city, an the loca- 
tion one of the most desirable which 
could be secured. 

The Mercantile Bank, of this city, 
was organized under the laws of the 
State of Virginia, on the 28th of March, 
1872. with a cash capital of $55,000, 
subject to an increase to $200,000, and 
with the following organization : 

President, Major W. J. Baker; Cash- 
ier, Gilbert Elliott, Esq.; Directors, 
Major W. J. Baker, Hon. John Goode, 
Jr., Hon, W. II. Burroughs, Messrs. W. 
C. Aydlott and Charles G. Elliott.“ 

The Virginian then gives a minute 
and “very integgsting description of 
the recent improvements made in the 
office of the Bank: 

“The old fashioned front was taken 
out entirely, and a new, light and airy 
looking one substituted, with a door in 
front, and one opening upon tle Jane. 
Inthis front are large French plate 
glass windows, reaching from top to 
bottom, and giving all the light needed. 
As soon as the carpenters were 
through the painting was commenced 
by Mr. B. A. Richardson and his corps 
of workmen, and it is no no more than 
justice to them to say that they have 
done elegant work. The front is of a 
dark green color, striped with gold, 
showing a strong contrast to other 
fronts in the vicinity. But it is on the 
inside that the beauty developed by the 
brash is manifested. The counter op- 
posite the front door is a handsome 
piece of work. The base is painted to 
resemble dark marble, with white views, 
the under portion in imitation of black 
walnut, and the panels of black 
walnut root. The flat portion, over 
which the teller receives and disburses 
funds is of plate glass, nearly half an 
inch thick, on the underside of which, 
and showing brilliantly through, is a 
beautiful boquet of flowers and grasses, 
painted in artistic style by Mr. Rich- 
ardson himself. The walls of the room 
are painted a delicate lilac, with a gold 
bead round the room at the top of the 
walls. The doors are painted in a dark 
color contrasting with the green pillars, 
and the desks are grained in imitation 
of black walnut. The safe, one of Mil- 
ler’s latest patent burglar and fire-proo f 
concerns, is a marvel of workmansbip, 
standing as it does in the centre of the 
room under the full blaze of a jet of gas, 
and in full view of several windows on 
the side, as well as ot the entire front,

My deep aversion to all these things 
has induced me to encourage the 
movement which you represent, and 
doubtless my name will be presented 
for your consideration for a nomination. 
In that event, I beg leave respectfully 
to withdraw it. The strength and 
emphacies which have marked the 
language employed by some gentlemen 
in addressing me on other subjects must 
be my excuse for saying what follows: 
Success should of course be the object. 
In the present condition of affairs other 
leadership will afford a better prospect
